BEIRUT (AP) — Sheikh Ragheb Harb. a Shfite Muslim rel- 
igious leader in the southern Lebanese village of Jibshii. was 
killed Thursday night by unknown gunmen. Beirut Radio rep- 
orted. The report Friday morning said Sheikh Ragheb was shot as 
he was returning home from dinner ai a friend* s house Thursday 
night. It said two men with the sheikh were seriously wounded. 
The stare radio said it had no details. The "Voice of Lebanon* 
radio station of the right-wing Falangist Party said Israeli troops 
surrounded the village. 57 kilometres south of Beirut, after lea- 
rning of the slaying. Sheikh Ragheb had preacfcgi 1 frequently 
against the Israeli occupation of southern Lebanon. He was arr- 
ested by Israeli occupation troops and held for several weeks last 
year. Travellers from southern Lebanon said the assassination 
had highteoed tensions in Jibshit and the nearby Shi*he market 
town of Nabatiyeh.

2 die as quake 
hits Pakistan 

ISLAMABAD |R) — Two peo- 
ple died and 12 were injured when 
an earthquake measuring 6.5 on 
the Richter Scale hit northern 
Pakistan and Afghanistan Thu- 
rsday night, the official APP news 
agency reported Friday. The 
quake, the third major tremor in 
the region in seven weeks, struck 
in the towering Hindu Kush mou- 
ntain range along the Pakistan- 
Afgfaanistan border. 
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Chief among these is the sim- 
ultaneous withdrawal of Syrian 
and Israeli troops from Lebanon, 
a proposal Syria has rejected pre- 
viously in connection with the 
May 17 Lebanese- Israeli pact. 

The announcement of the plan 
by Foreign Minister Elie Salem 
also came after the two main Leb- 
anese opposition leaders has said 
the abrogation of the May 1 7 agr- 
eement was not enough to end 
their call for Mr. Gemayel to res- 
ign. or at least accept res- 
ponsibility for Lebanese army 
bombardment of civilian areas 
populated by Shi'ite Muslims. 

Following the announcemnL 
President Gemayel said he looked 
forward to a new era of good rel- 
ations with Syria as a result of the 
Saudi-sponsored pfan for peace in 
Lebanon. 

"He told reporters: “We are 
expecting through this plan a new 
era with the Syrians. 

“We are ready, we hope, that 
we could reach the best relations 
with our neighbours and brothers. 


DAMASCUS (R) — Syrian For- 
eign Minister Abdul Halim Kha- 
ddatn said Friday an eight-point 
Saudi-sponsored peace plan for 
Lebanon contradicted und- 
erstandings reached at an all- party 
peace conference in Geneva last 
November. 

Mr. Khaddam’s statement, rep- 
orted by the official news agency 
SANA, was the first official rea- 
ction from Syria to the plan fol- 
lowing the arrival in Damascus of 
Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud Al Faisal to seek Syrian sup- 
port. 

Mr. Khaddam said the Geneva 
conference, attended by Lebanese 
President Amin Gemayelv opp- 
osition leader Walid Junblatt and 
other faction chiefs, agreed that 
Lebanon's identity was Arab and 
that the Lebanese government 
should “consecrate this Arab aff- ‘ 
illation in all domains.” 

. “How could the Lebanese cit- 
izen exercise his Arabism if he has 
to put the Israeli enemy on an 
equal footing with Syria?” Mr. 
Khaddam asked. 

He was apparenl)y referring to a

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israel 
totally rejects the expected abr- 
ogation by Lebanese President 
Amin Gemayel of the Israel- 
Lebanon troop withdrawal agr- 
eement. Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and other top officials 
said Friday. 

But Israel will not make any 
hasty decisions on its next steps 
following the agreement’s abr- 
ogation and intends to look after 
its "security” interests regardless 
of Mr. Gemayers decision, Israeli 
newspapers said Friday. 

The daily Yedioth Ahronoth 
quoted Mr.Shamir as saying "the 
agreement’s abrogation will cause 
more damage to Lebanon than to 
Israel/' He has said in earlier int- 
erviews that if Mr. Gemayel scr- 
apped the accord Israel would feel 
free to ignore its own und- 
ertakings in Lebanon — to wit- 
hdraw its troops — and hinted that 
abrogations would lead to de facto 
partitioning of Lebanon. 

Mr. Shamir said in a television 
interview on Thursday that abr- 
ogation would be a “catastrophe” 
for future peace agreement in the 
Middle East and stressed that Isr- 
ael would not repudiate the agr- 


the Syrians.” 

Mr. Gemayel added: "lam con- 
fident that this initiative will lead 
to a national reconciliation and 
the withdrawal of all foreign for- 
ces from this country. If this plan 
doesn't succeed, we will try ano- 
ther one.'* 

Mr. Salem's announcement of 
the plan at the presidential palace 
came only hours after army gun- 
ners in the surrounding Christian 
suburbs traded fire with the mai- 
nly Druze Progressive Socialist 
Party in mountains to the sou- 
theast. It also came amid con- 
tinued fighting between the army 
and Shi* ire opposition forces along 
the "green line” dividing Chr- 
istian east Beirut from the city’s 
mostly Muslim western sector. 

Mr. Salem said the government 
had no reaction from Syria or Isr- 
ael to the plan, while indicating 
not only their agreement would be 
needed but also that of Lebanese 
groups he referred to as Israeli or 
Syrian “sub-forces," apparently 
meaning the PSP and Shi’ lies, 


of Syrian and Israeli troops from

Syria has repeatedly insisted 
that its 4(1.000 troops in Lebanon 
will only withdraw after Israeli 
forces have left- 

It says its presence is legitimate 
because Syria was invited to send 
in troops to help end the 1975-76 
Lebanese civil war while Israel 
invaded in June 1982. 

Mr. Khaddam made no further 
comment on the peace plan, which 
includes abrogation of last May* s 
troop withdrawal agreement bet- 
ween Lebanon and Israel. Dam- 
ascus rejected the treaty from the 
start. 

Syria's official thinking app- 
eared to be reflected in part by the 
government-controlled Tishrin 
newspaper, which regarded the 
withdrawal of U.S. and Israeli for- 
ces from Lebanon as an end to the 
Lebanese crisis. 

It said Lebanese politicians, inc- 
luding Mr. Gemayel, had realised 
that the sole U.S. goal in Lebanon 
was to "achieve Israeli invasion 
purposes." 

It said Syria had no conditions 
to impose on Lebanon "except the 
restoration of its sovereignty .”

Eight-point plan 

Mr. Salem said the eight points 
of the plan were: 

— Implementing a "security plan" 
for a ceasefire; 

— Cancelling last May's treaty 
with Israel; 

— Working out security arr- 
angements in South Lebanon to 
guarantee the withdrawal of Isr- 
aeli troops; 

— Discussion of internal political 
reforms; 

— Agreement with Syria on wit- 
hdrawing its forces from Lebanon; 

— Withdrawal of forces to be sim- 
ultaneous, within three months of 
reaching agreement with Israel on 
security arrangements for South 
Lebanon; 

— Agreeing that the plan was a 
"package deaf* which should be 
accepted as a whole or not at all; 

— Formation of a government of 
national unity to implement the 
plan. 

Mr. Salem said that if the var- 
ious Lebanese parties agreed to 
the plan, they could then resume 
talks on national reconciliation in 
Geneva. A first round of talks was 
held last November. 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
President Ronald Reagan on Fri- 
day ordered U.S. Marines to begin 
their pullback from Beirut to navy 
ships off the Lebanese coast this 
weekend, though a contingent of 
50U American military personnel 
will remain, the White House 
announced. 

Deputy White House Press Sec- ■ 
retary Larry Speakes said the pre- 
sident made the decision formally 
in a session with his national sec- 
urity adviser, Robert C. McF- 
arlane. 

Earlier a senior White House 
official, who did not wish to be 
identified, told reporters that Mr. 
Reagan was expected to approve a 
timetable for the withdrawal of 
the Marines submitted by Defence 
Secretary Casper Weinberger, the 
Associated Press said. 

The Marine force at the airport 
currently stands at about 1,300. 
Other Marines are guarding the’ 
embassy and 81 U.S. army tra- 
iners are also in Beirut. 

The White House official said 
the redeployment, originally sch- 
eduled to take several months, 
’was speeded up to help ease the 
political situation in the embattled 


Syria and the Lebanese opp- 
osition wanted the May 1 7 pact 
scrapped because, although it calls 
for the withdrawal of Israeli tro- 
ops from South Lebanon, it gives 
Israel a role in policing the area.

Strauss expressed the "burning 
interest” of Europe in a halt to 
fighting in Lebanon and a dis- 
mantling of Middle East tensions, 
he said. 

Mr. Strauss, a former West 
German defence and finance min- 
ister. is the chairman of the Chr-

Iranian planes raid Iraq 
as fighting flares on front 


BAHRAIN (Ri — Iraq said at 
least 16 civilians were kiDed Fri- 
day in an Iranian air raid on an 
Iraqi town near the border as Iran 
reported heavy fighting in its latest 
offensive on the central Gulf war 
front. 

The Iranian national news age- 
ncy. 1RNA. said troops were she- 
lling the main Baghdad-Basra 
highway. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein repeated that his government 
was ready to sign an agreement 
with Iran to stop attacks on civ- 
ilian areas and to negotiate an end 
to the 4li-month-old war, the Iraqi 
News Agency (INAl reported. 

Baghdad Radio said 16 civilians 
were killed and 12 wounded when 
two Iranian jets raided the town of 
Ali Al Ghaibi, in Mis an province, 
30 kilometres from the border. 

Iranian planes raided a town 
□ortbeasf of Baghdad and two 
centres well south of the capital on 
Wednesday, a day after Iraq said it 
was stopping attacks on Iranian 
towns for one week in response to 
an appeal from exiled Iranian 
opposition leader Masoud Rajavi. 

Ground fighting flared south of 


the border town of Mehran, where 
Iran launched an offensive at mid- 
night on Wednesday. 

Iraq said the Iranian attack had 
failed and Iraqi troops were har- 
rassing a retreating enemy. It also 
said Iraqi forces scored further 
successes in its campaign to blo- 
ckade Iranian ports at the head of 
the Gulf, saying seven “enemy 
□aval targets” had been destroyed 
in an Iraqi air force and naval att- 
ack. 

Five were sunk by direct action 
and two' - more vessels had hit 
mines while trying to escape, an 
Iraqi communique said. 

President Hussein said Friday 
his government is ready to sign an 
agreement with Iran hairing att- 
acks on civilian areas and to neg- 
otiate an end to the war.

UNITED NATIONS (R) — The Security Council 
adjourned its debate on a French plan for the dep- 
loyment of U.N. troops in Beirut after the United 
States affirmed its readiness to begin negotiations 
without preconditions. 


But Ambassador Jeane Kir- 
kpatrick reiterated that the U.N. 
force should be deployed pre- 
ferably throughout all Lebanon. 

The Soviet Union has yet to 
make a formal statement to the 
council. 


Mrs. Kirkpatrick told reporters 
after the adjournment that Mos- 
cow had previously asserted it was 
unwitting to enter consultations 
about an enhanced U-N. force or 
presence in and around Beirut 
until "a whole string of con- 
ditions" was met. 

“The obstacle has been the 
opposition of the Syrians and the 
Soviet Union, which has been 


made clear again and again,” she 
said. 

** I don’t know whether the Sov- 
iets might change their mind. I 
simply don’t know.” Mrs. Kir- 
kpatrick said. 

Diplomatic sources said the 
15-nadon body might resume its 
discussions on Tuesday. 

Asked if Moscow bad insisted 
that the U.S. Sixth Fleet be rem- 
oved from Lebanese waters, she 
said:“WelL Idon’tknow whether 
they said the whole fleet — a lot of 
ships, anyway." 

She said that many members 
felt the French proposals were 
practical. 


In presenting them to the cou- 
ncil on Wednesday, French Amb- 
assador Luc de la Barre de Nan- 
teuii said a U-N. force should 
move in after American. French. 
Italian and British troops of the 
present Multinational Force in 
Beirut withdrew along with their 
accompanying ships. 

The U.S. however showed int- 
erest in a more modest proposal 
by Britain’s delegate. John Mar- 
getson, for a bigger role for the 
U.N. military observers in Beirut, 
the exercise of Secretary General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar’s good off- 
ices in a manner to be decided by 
him, and expanded duties by the 
6 .000 -man U.N. force in southern 
Lebanon to facilitate Israel's wit- 
hdrawal. 

Delegates of Egypt, Italy and 
the Netherlands also voiced sup- 
port for the British plan, which 
Mr. Margetson termed “not amb- 
itious” but steps that could be 
taken aow. 


Lebanese group claims Rome killing 


BEIRUT (Rl — A shadowy Leb- 
anese group Thursday claimed 
responsibility for the Rome ass- 
assination of the U.S. director of 
the Sinai Multi-National Force, a 
killing already claimed by Italian 
leftist guerrillas. 

A hand-written statement 
dated Wednesday was delivered 
to an international news agency in 
Beirut claiming responsibility for 
Wednesday's shooting of Leamon 
Hum in the name of the “Leb- 
anese Revolutionary Armed Det- 
achments." 

A telephone caller to a Milan 
radio station Wednesday claimed 
responsibility for the killing in the 
name of the“ Fighting Communist 1 
Party", said by police to be a 
hard-line faction of the Red Bri- 
gades guerrilla organisation. 

The note delivered in Beirut 
Thursday said the assassination 
was carried out by the “Martyr 
Nabil Hamdash Unit" to avenge 
victims of recent bombardments 
by the U.S. battleship New Jersey 
of anti-government positions near 
Beirut. 

“We consider this operation as 
a warning to all NATO forces in 
Lebanon." the statement said. 
“They should withdraw from our 
land and waters as soon as possible 


or many NATO beads will be rol- 
ling inside and outside Lebanon at 
the hands of our heroic rebels," 
the note added. 

Mr. Hunt, 56, was director- 
general of the Id-member 
Multi-National Force and Obs- 
ervers (MFO) in Sinai, set up in 
1981 by Egypt and Israel with 
U.S. help to monitor Israel's han- 
dover of the Sinai desert the fol- 
lowing April and to act as peace 
observers in the area. 

Italian police said they tended 
to believe the claim by the “Fig- 
hting Communist Party". The 
group described Mr. Hunt as the 
guarantor of the Camp David 
peace accords between Egypt and 
Jsrael. 

Mr. Hunt was shot dead by 
gunmen in Rome Wednesday 
night an Italian government off- 
icial said. 

He told reporters the 56- 
year-old former U.S. diplomat 
died in hospital soon after his car 
was ambushed in the southern 
suburb of Eur. 

Police and passers-by said two 
or three gunmen opened fire on 
Mr. Hunt as his chauffeur-driven 
car stopped outside his residence 
in tbe-modernistic southern sub- 
urb of Eur. He was returning from 


his office in the same area. 

A hospital., doctor said he arr- 
ived in a deep coma with severe 
skull damage. 

Artificial heart stimulation and 
use of drugs proved fruitless and 
X-rays showed several bullet fra- 
gments in the head, he said. 

The 10-nation force, with tro- 
ops from Australia, Colombia. 
Fiji, France, Italy. Netherlands, 
New Zealand, Britain, the U.S. 
and Uruguay, is there to ensure 
the 1 979 peace treaty is respected. 

The headquarters of the 
3, 400-man force was moved to 
Rome last year from Alexandria 
in the U.S.* state of Virginia, in 
order to be closer to the scene. 


The force was put together in 
lieu of a United Nations force, 
which could not be formed due to 
opposition from many countries to 
the Camp David accords. 

Mr. Hunt, from Mill Creek, 
Oklahoma, and married with one 
son, had been director-general of 
the MFO since Egypt and Israel 
signedit into life in August, 1981. 

He entered the diplomatic ser- 
vice in 1948 and acquired wide 
experience of the Middle East 
through serving in Turkey. Syria 
and Lebanon. 


U.S. policy shocks Falangist leader 


BEIRUT (Rl — In his office HKJ 
metres from frontline fighting on 
Beirut's Green Line. Falangist 
Party Leader Pierre Gemayel 
Thursday told reporters he was 
shocked and disappointed at 
American policy in Lebanon. 

“The attitude of the United Sta- 
tes stuns me. The U.S. undertook 
to help and save us." said the 
78-year-old father of President 
Amin Gemayel. 

Down the’ road from the two- 
storey Falangist headquarters in 
East Beirut, the Lebanese army 
and Muslim militias fired grenades 
and automatic weapons across the 
former commercial centre, sca- 


rred almost beyond recognition. 

But inside the building the Fal- 
angist leader looked calm, sitting 
behind an ornate wooden desk in a 
blue three-piece pin-striped suit 
and wearing shiny black shoes. 

The explosions and the staccato 
gunfire sometimes muffled his 
husky voice as he bemoaned what 
he called the slow death of the 
“Lebanese formula” for peaceful 
coexistence between Muslims and 
Christians. 

“Ifsashame. We risk losing the 
formula in Lebanon which is uni- 
que in the world,” he said. 

Mr. Gemayel, the Christian 
leader who founded the right- 


wing Falangist Party in the 1930s, 
has repeatedly placed most of the 
blame for Lebanon’s troubles at 
the door of Syria, Libya, Iran and 
the Palestinians. 

But his criticism of the U.S. is 
new. “We put all confidence in the 
United States... (but) I understand 
the U.S. doesn't want to make 
war,” he said. 

U.S. warships off the Lebanese 
coast gave only token support to 
the Lebanese army as anti- 
government fighters pushed it 
down from the mountains sou- 
theast of Beirut this week. The 
U.S. has also failed to secure Isr- 
aeli and Syrian withdrawals- 


Kuwait 
denies 
stopping 
PLO aid 


KUWAIT (APj — The Kuwaiti 
government affirmed Wednesday 
that it continued to fulfil all its fin- 
ancial obligations to all Pal- 
estinian institutions led by the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). 

Minister of State for Cabinet 
Affairs Abdul Aziz Hussein made 
a statement to that effect to refute 
claims that Kuwait had halted its 
financial aid to the PLO. 

The chairman of the Kuwait- 
based National Fund told a board 
meeting attended by PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat last week that a 
severe deficit was sustained in 
1983 because “most” Arab cou- 
ntries bad suspended the amounts 
they had agreed to contribute at 
previous pan- Arab summit con- 
ferences- He said Saudi Arabia 
was the only country that con- 
tinued to pay its share. 

The kingdom paid S28 J million 
this week represeating the first 
q uarterly instalment of its pledged 
J 1 14 m illio n annually to the PLO. 
Palestinian sources said. 

The Kuwaiti minister would not 
say how much his country was ple- 
dged to pay to the PLO. But it is 
known that Kuwait’s financial 
commitments per pan- Arab 
summit decisions are an annual 
total of $550 million to Syria and 
Jordan as well as the PLO. 

The minister meanwhile told 
the reporters that Kuwait rejects 
the creation of a substitute to the 
PLO. 

“We notified our Palestinian 
brothers of the necessity of facing 
up to the situation, dealing with it 
and solving their differences wit- 
hin a Democratic process," he 
said. 

The minister also rejected the 
idea of the PLO creating a Pal- 
estinian govemment-in-exile at 
the present saying “ it is not a mat- 
ter of names.” In his view, the 
PLO already had virtually a head 
of government in the PLO cha- 
irman. a parliament in exQe in the 
Palestine National Council, etc. 


Soviets concerned over 
Lebanon, Israeli MP says 


TEL AVIV (AP) — A top Israeli 
Communist Party official warned 
on returning from Moscow on Fri- 
day that the Soviet Union will 
“not stand idly by” if IsraeFs mil- 
itary involvement in Lebanon esc- 
alates to involve other parts of the 
Middle East. 

Toufiq Toubi. an Israeli Arab 
member of the Knesset, told rep- 
orters at Ben-Gurion airport that 
senior Soviet officials told him: 
“The Soviet Union is worried by* 
the developments following the 
speech yesterday (Thursday) by 
Prime Minister (Yitzhak) Shamir, 
who threatened that the abr- 
ogation of the agreement with 
Lebanon would leave Israel free 
to ignore Lebanese sovereignty." 

Mr. Toubi, Deputy head of the 
Moscow- aligned Israeli Com- 
munist Party, was in Moscow for 


the funeral of the late Soviet lea- 
der Yuri Andropov, and said he 
held meetings with Soviet officials 
and Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) Leader Yasser 
Arafat. 

He quoted the Soviet officials 
whom he refused to identify, as 
saying that a continued Israeli pre 
sence in Lebanon would be “dan 
gerous, and those who believe that 
by military means h is still possible 
to continue with objectives that 
they have failed to achieve will 
only become further entangled, 
involve the whole area, and foil 
again. The Soviet Union will not 
stand idly by if this happens." 

But he said that "if Israel cha- 
nges its policies to one of peace, 
there will be new initiatives on the 
pan of the Soviet Union con- 
cerning relations with Israel." 


Sudan accuses Ethiopia, 
Libya of inciting trouble 


CAIRO (R) — The Sudanese 
People’s Assembly (parliament) 
Thursday accused Ethiopia and 
Libya of plotting against the 
Sudan, the official Egyptian Mid- 
dle East News Agency reported 
from Khartoum. 

It said the charge was made in a 
statement issued after a closed- 
session of the assembly attended 
by Vice-President Joseph Lago, 
Foreign Minister Mohammad 
Mirghani, Deputy State Security 
Chief Major-General Kamal Has- 
san Ahmad and Deputy Defence 
Minister Lieutenant-General 
Abdul Rahman Swar El Oahb. 

The meeting was held after 
Monday 9 s attack by gunmen on an 
Upper Nile steamer towing two 
barges carrying petroleum pro- 
. ducts. According to the Khartoum 
newspaper AI Ayam 15 people 
were injured in the attack. 

Earlier reports said hundreds 
had died in the incident, one of 
several attacks by southern sec- 
essionist rebels.’ 

The statement denounced “for- 
eign intervention (in Sudan's aff- 
airs) and conspiracies hatched by 
Ethiopia and Libya against 
Sudan." the agency said. 


The statement added: “Sudan’s 
policy of good neighbourhood or 
its patience towards regrettable 
events in the south should not be 
taken as weakness on its pan...” 

Sudan has repeatedly accused 
Libya and Ethiopia of inciting 
unrest in the southern region 
where oil and other vital ins- 
tallations are frequent targets of 
secessionist guerrillas. 

"Ebe assembly said violence in 
the south jeopardised the cou- 
ntry’s national unity and called for 
“objective dialogue" to settle any 
disputes, the agency reported. 

Last Friday rebels abducted six 
foreigners working on the Jonglei 
Canal, a major Egyptian- 
Sudanese irrigation project, and 
earlier this month they killed three 
foreign workers of the U.S. Che- 
vron Oil Company which led the 
firm to suspend exploration in a 
number of sites in southern Sudan. ' 

While AI Ayam denied that 
there had been heavy casualties in 
the steamer incident, its report 
suggested a more serious affair 
than that admitted Wednesday by 
the official Sudan News Agency 
(SUNA). 


Lebanon overshadows Shamir’s trip to Europe 


BRUSSELS (R) — Prime Min- 
ister Yitzhak Shamir arrives here 
on Sunday night on a trip aimed at 
improving Israel's often- strained 
relations with the European 
Community, but likely to be ove- 
rshadowed by events in Lebanon. 

Mr. Shamir will attend a joint 
economic panel on Monday, meet 
European Commission Chief Gas- 
ton Thom and several Community 
foreign ministers and have talks 
with Belgian Prime Minister WQ- 
fried Martens before going to the 
Netherlands on Wednesday. 

Israeli officials said he would 
discuss the Lebanon crisis with the 
French and Italian foreign min- 
isters, whose countries joined a 
Western Multinational Force in a 
vain attempt to boost the position 
of beleaguered Lebanese Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayel. 

The United States. Italy and 
Britain decided to withdraw their 


-fonces-from Beirut this month as' 
Mr. Gemayel’ s position det- 
eriorated • under assault from 
Syrian-backed Muslim opp- 
onents. Only France has not yet 
announced plans to withdraw. 

Mr. GemayeF s reverse has also 
wrecked Israel's hopes that a 
solid. pro-Israeli government 
would arise from the ashes of its 
1982 invasion of Lebanon, off- 
icials said. 

Mr. Shamir has said that }f Mr. 
Gemayel formally abrogates last 
year’s accord with Israel on the 
withdrawal of foreign troops, Isr- 
ael will ensure its own security by 
keeping forces in southern Leb- 
anon. 

Israeli officials said Mr. Shamir 
would tell European ministers 
they shared IsraeFs interest in a 
sovereign Lebanon free of Syrian 
dominance and point to Soviet 
support for Syria. 


European diplomats said min- 
isters would press Mr. Shamir to 
enter talks on President 1 Reagan 1 s 
Middle East peace plan, which 
Israel has rejected because it 
would mean relinquishing its hold 
-on the occupied West Bank. 

However, they acknowledged 
there was little prospect of pro- 
gress under the present Israeli 
administration. 

Israeli officials said Mr. Shamir 
would ask for a fairer trade bal- 
ance between Israel and the Eur- 
opean Community and seek gua- 
rantee that Spain's accession to 
the bloc would not deprive his 
country of its main overseas mar- 
ket for agricultural produce. 

More than 70 per cent of Israeli 
agricultural exports go to the Eur- 
opean Community and officials 
say competition from Spanish 
produce could badly hit iWaefs 
troubled economy.

Refugees conference seeks greater 
pressure on Israel to end colonialism 


TUNIS (Petra} — The Palestine 
Refugee Affaire Supervisors Con- 
ference, which concluded its 32 od* 
session Thursday, issued a number 

of recommendationspenainiag to 
the Palestinian question, the Pal- 
estinians in the occupied Arab-ter- 
ritories and Palestinian affairs at 
the United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency ( UNRWA 1. 

The conference recommended 
that the authorities concerned in 
host Arab countries, the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
and the Arab League work unc- 
easingly in the international arena 
to put an end to Israel's colonial 
policy, the confiscation of land, 
racial practices against the Arabs 
and Zionist ag g ressions against 
holy places in the occupied ter- 
ritories. 


It also stressed its rejection of 
an Israeli ‘ resettlement’ plan for 
refugees. 

The conference further called 
on the Palestine refugees living in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip to 
adhere to their position and not to 
leave their camps. It also charged 
the authorities concerned in the 
Arab host countries and the 
PLO to contact UNRWA 
Commissioner-General Olof 
Rydbeck and to urge UNRWA to 
state its position vjs-a-vis this 
measure. 

As regards Palestinian affairs 
at UNRWA, the. conference str- 
essed that the responsibility for 
work relief and construction of 
refugee houses rests with the int- 
ernational community and that 


Israel should be held responsible 
for resultant damage, deaths and 
vagabondage. 

The conferees expressed their 
deep regret over the UNRWA 
commissioner-generaTs failure to 
respond to the remarks made by 
host Arab countries about his 
annual report to the United Nat- 
ions General Assembly. 

The conference also rec- 
ommended that UNRWA should 
be instructed to stop issuing the 
new registration cards to the Pal- 
estine refugees and that a unified 
Arab position in this respect sho- 
uld be adopted. 

The forthcoming session of the 
Palestine Refugee Affairs Sup- 
ervisors will be held in Amman 
next August. 


Diplomatic wives briefed 
on women’s federation 


AMMAN (Petra | — The wives of 
the heads of Arab and foreign dip- 
lomatic missions in Amman Thu- 
rsday visited the National Fed- 
eration of Jordanian Women 
(NFJWj headquarters at the inv- 
itation of NFJW President Haifa 
Al Bashir. 

Mrs. Bashir explained to the vis- 
itors the goals of the federation 
and its function in developing the 
role of women in society and their 
. participation in developing society 
at the social, economic and pol- 
itical levels. 

“The federation aims to dev- 
elop the intellectual and cultural 
standard of women, to increase 
their productivity and par- 
ticipation in public life in addition 
to increasing care for children in 
all respects." Mrs. Bashir said. 


She also pointed out that the 
federation has contributed to the 
setting up of some public gardens 
and training centres for expatriate 
women and has also taken part in 
greening campaigns in the country 
and has held training courses and 
seminars. 

The NFJW president also bri- 
efed the visitors on arrangements 
currently being made to hold a 
welfare festival scheduled for 
April ] 9 with the participation of 
65 national bodies. She then went 
on to call on the wives of the heads 
of diplomatic missions to par- 
ticipate in it. 

The festival is aimed at inv- 
olving various women's ins- 
titutions in a concerted effort to 
support the federation's projects. 
Mrs. Bashir concluded.

Ramtha: 6 A town and a village incorporated’ 


RAMTHA (J.T.. — The border 
town of Ramtha in the northern 
pan of the country is inhabited by 
neariy 4K.01KI people, according 
to the latest statistics, but the ser- 
vices offered to the public there 
and the general conditions in the 
town are far from satisfactory. 

This was the view of many peo- 
ple living in Ramtha — the town 
through which all vehicles nor- 
mally pass on their way to and 
from Syria. 

Among those complaining was 
the mayor. Dr. Mohammad May- 
yas. who described Ramtha as** a 
town and village incorporated 
together" . 

He said that refuse heaps in the 
streets and alleys are com- 
monplace and the municipality 
lacks sufficient rubbish containers 
to place around the town, this 
means that people have no alt- 
ernative but 10 dump their gar- 
bage all around the existing con- 
tainers. he said. 

Dr. .Mayyas also complained 
about the doctors and the pha- 
rmacists who do not abide by their 
dutv rosters at night. Sometimes a 
citizen needs medicine at night 
.and suddenly discovers that no 
pharmacy is open while som- 
etimes duty doctors ignore the ros- 
ier issued by the Ramtha health 
department. Dr. Vlayyas said. . 

He added that pharmacies often 
issue different types of medicine 
without a doctor's prescription 
many of which. like sedatives, are 
potentially very dangerous. We 
have also noticed that the Jor- 
danian Pharmacists Association is 
not interested in keeping control 
over its pharmacists' activities. Dr. 
Mayyas said. 

Patchy services 

One of Ramtha elderly citizens, 
Mr. Mohammad vliqdad. told us 
that public services in the town are 
of a poor quality and benefit only 
certain groups of people. 

He said; “A number of areas 
are denied services while others' 
enjoy an abundance of them". 

The town and its surroundings 
do not get enough attention from 
the agriculture department and 
the price of fertilisers is pro- 
hibitively high. 

- in addition, construction work 


in all the time encroaching on the 
farmland, and municipal and vil- 
lage councils are constantly ext- 
ending their borders, thus causing 
agricultural land to shrink. 

I want to see the old law on far- 
ming be revived, he said. This for- 
ces each farmer to cultivate his 
land and to plant trees on high 
land. 

1 also urge the agriculture dep- 
artment to open new agricultural 
roads as existing ones are in a very 
poor state and do not serve the 
purpose of development. 

Ramtha District Governor 
Mahmoud Al Sari listed the fol- 
lowing proposals through which to 
remedy some of the town's ail- 
ments: 

— More schools with proper 
sanitary facilities should be built 
by the Ministry of Education thus 
ending the use of rented buildings 
which do not offer proper fac- 
ilities. 

— The town requires an agr- 
icultural school to serve the whole 
district. This will be in line with the 
government's plans for dev- 
eloping agriculture. 

— Developing a handicraft cen- 
tre to teach various spe- 
cialisations. 

— Building school playgrounds 
to permit children to exeicise in a 
healthy atmosphere. 


According to Mr. Sari, the local 
hospital can offer sufficient health 
and medical services for the whole 
town but the district is in need of 
health centres for mother and 
child care and dental clinics that 
will serve both the town and nei- 
ghbouring rural regions. 

Water problems 

As to the water services. Mr. 
Sari said: “The town is at present 
supplied with water from two sou- 
rces. the first at Al Azraq and the 
second from the artesian wells at 
Al Vlahasi. 

Four months ago the town was 
supplied with 10(10 cubic metres 
of water daily but this was not suf- 
ficient for the growing population. 

Later however, a new 17-inch 
pipe line was installed to supply 
the town and the northern villages 
with water. 

The problem facing the town 
now is not the water itself but rat- 
her the existing network of pipes 
which were installed in 1952 and 
"have become worn out and dam- 
aged in some parts. 

If the network is not replaced by 
a new one the danger of pollution 
is bound to appear and cases of 
poisoning will result. 

The town municipality has now 
submined a draft project to the 


Ministry of Municipalities and 
Rural Affairs 3nd the Env- 
ironment to obtain a loan to fin- 
ance the replacement of the water 
network. 

Mr. Sari said that craftsmen and 
artisans will be moved to an ind- 
ustrial zone east of the town of 
Ramtha by the end of June. 

Heavy lorries 

On the presence of many lorries 
inside the town. Mr. Sari said that 
most of these vehicles bear Kuw- 
aiti licence plates but their owners 
are from Ramtha and they park 
their vehicles in and around the 
town. Mr. Sari said: “The lorries 
are banned from entering the 
town and their owners risk a J D S5 
fine for bringing them into the 
town rather than leaving them in a 
special lorry parking, outside the 
town" . 

The townspeople tend to build 
stores or warehouses, he observed 
so much so that almost everyhome 
has one or two warehouses adj- 
acent it. 

This is a strange phenomenon 
indeed, he said, because most of 
the warehouses can not be let to 
merchants or companies in view of 
the current recession and Lhe drop 
in trading activity.

RSS head

AMMAN iPetral — The Royal 
Scientific Society (RSS) President 
Fakhreddin Daghestani said that 
the failure of many developing 
countries in the field of tec- 
hnological progress is attributable 
to the lack of scientific and tec- 
hnological policies which secure 
the application of technology to 
the production sector. 

The RSS has rendered technical 
services to more than 4(MJ ins- 
titutions in the public and private 
sectors and it carries out more 
than half a million laboratory tests 
every year. Mr. Daghestani- 
added. 

Mr. Daghestani indicated that 
Jordan spends three per cent of its 
gross national income on scientific 
research and development, while 
developed countries spend two 
and a half percent on research and 
development. 


One dead 
in road 
accidents 

AMMAN (J.T.) — One person 
was killed and 86 others injured in 
189 road accidents over the past 
week, according to the Public Sec- 
urity Department. 

It said that out of these figures. 
4(i incidents were cases in which 
people were knocked down by 
cars.

86 candidates declare 
as by-election hots up

AMMAN — Nominations for elections opened Thu- 
rsday to fill eight vacant seats in the restored Lower 
House of Parliament. 


The elections, scheduled for 
March 12. are the first since the 
last general parliamentary ele- 
ctions prior to the Israeli occ- 
upation of the West Bank in 1967. 

The Lower House of Par- 
liament which was recalled last 
month after a 1 U-year suspension, 
found itself with 15 vacant seats 
caused by the death of several of 
its occupants. 

The House amended the con- 
stitution to allow the election of 
seven West Bank members by the 
existing House deputies and the 
holding of a by-election in the 
East Bank to fill the eight vacant 
seats. 

By Friday night, the number of 
candidates to contest the eight 
seats had reached 88. 

The nominations will remain 
open until Monday and more can- 
didates are expected to register. 

The 88 candidates were dis- 
tributed as follows: 31 candidates 
contesting one seat in the G ov- 
ernorate of Amman; 24 can- 
didates to contest three seats in 
the Balqa Govemorate; 16 can- 
didates to contest one seat in the 
Karak Govemorate; 15 can- 
didates to contest one seat in lrbid 
and two candidates to contest one 
seat in Tafileh. 

Although Tafileh is pan of the 
Karak Govemorate, it is con- 
sidered as an independent district 
as far as elections are concerned 
and has its own deputies in the 
parliament. 

The election compaign. which 
kicked off as soon as nominations 
were opened, indicated can- 
didates’ determination to make it - 
a hot election. 

By Thursday morning campaign 
advertisements adorned the front 
pages of three Arabic daily new- 
spapers and several campaign 
banners were erected in the main 
streets of Amman and the other 
constituencies. 


But since the election campaign 
regulations bans the sticking of 
campaign leaflets and posters to 
walls, supporters of each can- 
didate had to confine to the- 
mselves to distributing their ele- 
ction programmes by hand. 

It is still early and rather dif- 
ficult to cover all the candidates' 
election programmes due to the 
large number standing, but cam- 
paign advertisements that have 
appeared in the local newspapers 
on Thursday and Friday showed 
(hat there are some common goals 
that many candidates have ple- 
dged to support. 

Among these objectives are the 
strengthening of the army, the 
development of agriculture and 
national industries and combating 
corruption. 

Enhancing national unity and 
the woman's role in society were 
also advocated by several can- 
didates in their campaign pub- 
lications. 

Most candidates, however, ste- 
ered away from raising specific 
political issues and stuck to gen- 
eralities. with the exception of few 
who introduced comprehensive 
election programmes reflecting 
different political stances. 

The candidates are all con- 
sidered to be independent since 
martial law. which has been in eff- 
ect since 1 967. bans the formation 
of political parties. 

Yet several candidates, as ref- 
lected in their programmes, rep- 
resent certain political trends in 
the country. 

pie candidates. Leith Esh-“ 
beilat. Fans Al Nabulsi in the 
Amman Govemorate and Mah- 
moud Al Ma’ayteh in the Karak 
Govemorate called for the rej- 
ection of all “capitulatory set- 
tlements of the Palestinian cause”. 

Mr. Eshbeilat the president of 
the Jordan Engineers Association 


and a former National Con- 
sultative Council (NCC) member 
stated in a campaign leaflet that 
the main function of the par- 
liament is "to resist calls for cap- 
itulator)’ solutions of the Pal- 
estinian cause and to mobilise the 
nation to face the threats it is fac- 
ing.” 

Mr. Nabulsi. a 37-year old law- 
yer. was more specific in his pro- 
gramme in which he called for an 
outright reject ion of the American 
President Ronald Reagan's peace 
initiative for the Middle East and 
endorsed the establishment of a 
Palestinian independent state 
under the leadership of the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation. 

Mr. Nabulsi. the son of late 
Prime Minister Suleiman Nabulsi 
who headed "the national-- 
patriotic coalition" government in 
l u 56. also pledged to work for 
"the emancipation of democratic 
freedoms and abolishing ext- 
raordinary laws.” 

Mr. Ma'ayteh. a retired army 
officer, pledged to struggle “to 
thwart all the capitulatory set- 
tlements of the Palestinian que- 
stion." 

He called for the formation ot a 
Arab "broad Arab troni to con- 
front the American and Zionist 
conspiracies." 

Former NCC member and min- 
ister Jamal Al Sha'er. who is run- 
ning for the Balqa Christian seat, 
stressed national unity “which can 
be achieved best by sharing and 
participation between Jordanians 
and Palestinians." 

In a written document Dr. 
Sha'er distributed Thursday, he 
said the restoration of the par- 
liament "has opened wider hor- 
izons for exercising a better role in 
the national and legal res- 
ponsibilities of Jordan in the West 
Bank." 

During his term as an NCC 
member. Dr. Sha'er was known to 
be one of the staunchest advocates 
of the restoration of the Lower 
House of Parliament. 

More on the candidates and 
their programmes will emerge 
after the closing of nominations 
Monday and as the election cam- 
paign progresses. 


Hustings open for Professional 
Engineers Association Elections

The candidates are running for 
eight positions at the association:

WHO meeting emphasises role 
of continuing health education

AMMAN — A five-day sym- 
posium on “Continuing Health 
Education" held at the University 
of Jordan concluded Thursday 
with a presentation of certificates 
to the participants by Professor 
Borolossy. vice-president of the 
University of Jordan. 

Organised by the World Health 
Organisation (WHO) and spo- 
nsored by the university's centre 
for development, the informal 

programme of discussions and 
workshops emphasised the need 
and importance of continuing hea- 
lth education for health workers in 
order to improve medical sta- 
ndards. 

Participants from all fields of 
medicine and health education 
took part in the seminars on con- 
tinuing medical education, its 
methods and evaluation. 

Commenting on the sym- 
posium. Dr. Adnan Abbas, a fac- 
ilitator from the centre for dev- 
elopment. said that the seminar 
was successful as "it fulfilled its 
objectives and that the concept of 
continuing health education has 


been realised to be both important 
and necessary in all fields of med- 
icine in Jordan.” 

Or. Abbas said that the wide 
range of specialists and health 
workers who attended the sym- 
posium participated fully and con- 
tributed their ideas towards est- 
ablishing a system of continuing 
health education through the rec- 
ommendations of the symposium. 

Dr. John Bishop, an organiser 
from WHO. told the Jordan Times 
that the workshops had been "a 
success with the participants wor- 
king together and learning from 
each other in addition to pro- 
ducing some sound rec- 
ommendations to the authorities. 
If followed up, he added.it will 
help establish a comprehensive 
system of<cominuing health edu- 
cation for health workers in Jor- 
dan.

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Al Rai: Lebanese unity can foil Israel 

FINALLY' THE Lebanese president has agreed to cancel the 
Israel i-Lebanese agreement, a measure which should have taken 
place some time ago. particularly as it was preceded by Israeli threats 
to the effect that a cancellation of the agreement would be a blow to 
Lebanon's independence and sovereignty and to peace in the Middle 
East. The Israeli threats coincided with an American reiteration of 
support for the agreement itself. Despite the fact that the Israeli 
threat and American support aim at placing obstacles in front of the 
Saudi reconciliation plan, which stipulates the cancelling the 
fsraeli-Lebanese agreement, they could not change the state of aff- 
airs reflected in the American ambassador in Tel Aviv's admission 
that Israeli and American dreams in Lebanon have collapsed. 

This state of collapse is the natural outcome of American policy 
which preferred the military option to diplomatic ones. 

The Israeli- American insistence on maintaining the agreement of 
May 17 does not aim at strengthening the Israeli-American dom- 
ination of Lebanon alone, but also represents an interpretation of the 
joint attitude to the agreement, considering it as the last defence line 
for the Camp David accords. Israel and America have strong fears 
that the collapse of the agreement might be the first step by the 
Egyptians towards opting out of the Camp David accords. Now Lhat 
the Lebanese president has agreed to cancel the agreement in order 
to seek a reconciliation with the Lebanese opposition, no body can 
dismiss the possibility that Israel may embark on provocative acts in 
Lebanon to foil the reconciliation process and to prove that keys to 
stability are still in its hands and those of America. Therefore the 
current delicate stage entails that all Lebanese stand together firmly 
in the face of such Israeli threats with the aim of making the rec- 
onciliation process a success and rebuilding Lebanon and unifying its 
people to make it a strong Arab fortress. 

Sam Al Sha'ab : Assuming responsibility . 

THE LEBANESE President Amin Gemayers intention of can- 
celling the agreement of May 17. and its agreement on the eight- 
point Saudi reconciliation plan to end the Lebanese crisis came in the 
light of new developments in Lebanon. The latest developments 
could have been avoided earlier had the Lebanese"govemmeni given 
Lebanon's national interest top priority. Saving that it will cancel the 
agreement and admitting the established ’^act resulting from the 
balance of powers in Lebanon has come too late, as did the Saudi 
reconciliation plan. It does not finally solve the problem because it 
might maintain Lebanon as a scene of fighting and may impose on it a 
new form of external hegemony and division. If the cancellation of 
the agreement is viewed as a failure of American policy towards 
Lebanon, then such a failure reflects the failure of American policy in 
the Middle East as a whole, particularly since Washington has not 
been able to find a solution to the Arab- Israeli conflict and has been 
: unable to meet its obligations concerning establishment of peace in 
the area. 

The Marines' withdrawal from Beirut and their re-deployment 
opposite the Lebanese shore docs not mean that America is no 
- longer committed to pursuing its role in Lebanon nor does it mean 
that it has relinquished its commitment to work towards finding a 
‘ settlement to the Lebanese crisis. This failure is attributable to Ame- 
; rica's stand in support of one side in the Lebanese crisis. The Saudi 
project opens another opportunity to Lebanon and a final opp- 
ortunity for it to rid itself from its suffering and to preserve the unity 

* of its people and land. It also provide a new formula whereby all 
j Lebanese people will be able to enjoy the same rights and duties.

U.S. media have a narrow view of Islam 


SAN FRANCISCO — News 
about the Islam ic World is beg- 
inning to increase in the Ame- 
rican media. But much of it is 
negative, and there remains the 
pervasive sense that Islam is an 
“Arab" religion with occ- 
asional other adherents bey- 
ond. There is little detectable 
awareness in the media that 
Islam is a religion of global 
dimensions. 

If it were just a question of 
the static fact that Islam is a 
world religion, the ignorance of 
the American media might not 
■ matter. But Islam, just about 
all of it. is undergoing a dra- 
matic awakening. Europe had 
it a century and a half ago. 
Then came J apan's and China' s 
turn. Now it is Islam's. 

Islam is a religion of deep 
roots. That has given it the 
strength of a great tree. But 
Islam also is a force that can 


move, and it is that force which 
is now beginning to move. 

- The U.S. is the supreme sec- 
ular power in the world, much 
more so than the Soviet Union 
where Marxist ideology is gra- 
dually being supplanted by- 
rank militarism. Christianity is 
a world religion and so is Bud-, 
hism. But neither has the rel- 
igious force of Islam. If the 
awakening of Islam rises to 
□ewer and higher dimensions, 
then the supreme secular 
power must sooner or later 
come to terms with the new rel- 
igious force. 

Islam in the world is like a set 
of arcs. To the farthermost 
east, there is the Indonesian 
arc. Muslims live in the sou- 
thern Philippines, throughout 
Indonesia, and in Malaysia. 
They number some ISO million 
there. Little noticed in the 
West. Indonesian Islam has 


been in an organising phase 
throughout this vast area that 
has given it great strength, less 
at the level of government than 
among the people, within soc- 
iety. It has become a great soc- 
ial force. 

At the same time, Ind- 
onesian Islam has shown new 
maturity, new tolerance bec- 
ause of a new strength. This has 
greatly reduced the anxieties of 
other communities, especially 
the Chinese. 

There is the Indian arc with 
some 230 million Muslims. The 
West thinks of Indian Muslims 
in terms of bloody communal 
clashes with Indian Hindus and 
Sikhs. These do erupt occ- 
asionally. But more important 
is the fact thaL so many Mus- 
lims. especially in India, are ris- 
ing from their traditional pov- 
erty into the middle classes. 
Here too a new lolernnce thr- 


ough strength and self-respect 
has arisen. 

There is the North Asian arc 
of Muslims who extend from 
China's coastal cities through 
Central Asia into the heart of 
Yugoslavia. In China there is 
ah Islamic revival, especially in 
the western provinces, in the 
Soviet Union. Muslims are the 
fastest growing population. 
And four million Yugoslav 
Muslims, centred at Sarajevo, 
the capital of the Winter Oly- 
mpics. are undergoing a ren- 
aissance. | 

There is the African arc 
which curves from deep on the 
east African coast through 
North Africa and again deep 
down into West Africa. Islam is 
the fastest growing religion in 
Africa. 

And then there is the cla- 
ssical Middle Eastern arc of 


Arab. Persian, and Turkish 
Muslims, the only arc even 
vaguely known in the Ame- 
rican media. 

There is even a small Islamic 
arc in the U.S. made up of 
“Black Muslims" who have 
discarded their former anti- 
white racism and a small but 
growing number of Muslim 
immigrants and converts. 
Washington is said to be con- 
sidering making a gesture to 
Islam as the fourth religion in 
the U.S. after Protestantism. 
Catholicism, and Judaism. 

Why should the Islamic 
awakening be happening now? 
Let me offer one explanation 
from an American perspective. 
For two centuries European 
and then American secularism 
was supreme in terms of moral 
and material force on the world 
scene. Now that secularism is 


weakening. It is losing moral 
force within the West, and the 
science and technology which 
once was a Western monopoly 
has become truly global, evi- 
dent in the stunning success of 
the Japanese. In the U.S. there 
is a new turn towards religion. 
But there is little awareness 
that this is pan of a world phe- 
nomenon. And Islam has been 
the main beneficiary from this 
new trend. 

It is regrettable — and dan- 
gerous — that the U.S. media 
while sensing that there is an 
Islamic stirring are seeing it in 
ever more narrow terms as 
something “Shfite" or “Ira- 
nian." or even as some fan- 
tastic aura emanating from the 
Ayatollah Khomeini. As the 
Islamic awakening gets wider, 
our vantage point in the U.S. 
gets narrower.

Reagan’^ pre-emptive strikes

WASHINGTON - President 
Reagan's announcement of a new 
American military stance in Leb- 
anon has prompted fresh que- 
stions about the purpose of the 
U.S. commitment there and its 
implications for overall vliddle 
East policy. 

Critics and supporters of Mr. 
Reagan' s policies in Lebanon pra- 
ised his decision to withdraw the 
\ .61 w U.S. Marines from an exp- 
osed position at Beirut Airport to 
the relative safety of the U.S. fleet 
offshore. 

B ut some Republicans as well as 
opposition Democrats question 
the other part of his ann- 
ouncement — that U.S. naval guns 
and planes would begin actively 
supporting Lebanon's gov- 
ernment against its Syrian-backed 
opponents. 

They also question the tim- 
etable of a month or more for the 
pullback, arguing lhat during this 
period the government of Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayel could col- 
lapse and the U.S. Marines. 26t) of 
whom have been killed since last 
August, could again be deeply 
embroiled in Lebanon's factional 
struggles. 

Democratic presidential can- 
didate Jesse Jackson called the 
moves “military escalation with 
the appearance of withdrawal.'’ 

In another typical comment. 
Senator John Glenn of Ohio, a 
former Marine who is also a Dem- 
ocratic presidential contender. 


said the U.S. should not be in the 
middle of what appeared to be a 
new civil war in Lebanon. 

Jim Wright. House of Rep- 
resentatives Democratic leader, 
said he was “alarmed by talk of 
pre-emptive strikes. It sounds 
dangerously like starting a war." 

Conservative Republican Sen- 
ator Barry Goldwater of Arizona 
said moving the Marines to ships 
“ is not far enough. 1 would move 
them home... we have no vital int- 
erests in Lebanon and there is no 
reason for us to be in the region." 

Congressional sources said that 
any appearance of increased U.S. 
military involvement, even with 
naval guns and planes rather than 
ground forces, would produce a 
fresh round of legislative moves to 
get the U.S. out of Lebanon. 

Some U.S. foreign policy ana- 
lysts said Mr. Reagan's ann- 
ouncement raised questions not 
only about U.S. goals in Lebanon 
but about the future of the bro- 
ader peace process in the Middle 
EasL. 

Mr. Reagan himself said in a 
newspaper interview last week 
that a Marine withdrawal would 
mean “the end of Lebanon and... 
the end of any ability on our part 
to bring about an overall peace in 
the Middle East." 

This echoed his comment to 
broadcast executives last Oct. 24. 
one day after a suicide bombing 
killed 24] Marines near Beirut, 
that a victory of forces hostile to 
the West in that country would 
threaten stability in the entire 
oil-producing Middle East and 


damage U.S. credibility on a glo- 
bal scale. 

From the lime Mr. Reagan sent 
U.S. forces to Lebanon in August 
IVX2 to oversee the forced eva- 
cuation of Palestinian fighters, he 
has argued that stability must be 
achieved there before turning to 
the broader problems of peace 
between Israel and the Arabs. 

Critics challenged this ass- 
essment. arguing in the words of 
two Democratic congressmen that 
Mr. Reagan “has overstated our 
stake" in Lebanon. 

By his own test, the president 
will be hard pressed to push the 
peace process while the world's 
attention is absorbed by Lebanon 
and when U.S. forces may be she- 
lling and bombing Syrian and 
other Arab troops. 

The apparently expanded U.S. 
military role in Lebanon has cau- 
sed the deepest concerns here. 

U.S. and allied forces originally 
went there after Israel's invasion 
in June 1VN2 forced Palestinian 
fighters to leave. 

The Marines returned there 
with the Multinational Force in 
September 19X2 in response to a 
massacre of Palestinian civilians 
by Lebanese rightists. 

Mr. Reagan said then they 
would play a mainly symbolic role 
while the Gemayel government 
established its authority in the 
country. 

He said: “1 want to emphasise 
that... there is no intention or exp- 
ectation that U.S. Armed Forces 
will .become involved in hos- 


tilities." 

A year later, when Israel wit- 
hdrew its occupying troops from 
the Beirut area, major Lebanese 
factional fighting resumed and the 
Marines quickly became involved. 

After the suicide bombing, the 
UlS. began firing at Muslim troops 
with the avowed purpose of pro- 
tecting Marines and other mem- 
bers of the Multinational Force. 

Saturday night vlr. Reagan 
broadened that mission, stating 
than even after the Marines are 
out. the United Slates will respond 
militarily to attacks on Beirut. 

Only "hours later, the U.S. Bat- 
tleship New Jersey opened up on 
Muslim military positions with its 
16-inch guns. 

Critics in the U.S. and in Bri- 
tain. France and Italy, the other 
countries with troops in the force, 
said the unit was being tra- 
nsformed from a neutral one to an 
active participant in a civil war on 
behalf of vlr. Gemayel and his lar- 
gely Christian backers. 

French and Italian officials, and 
to a lesser extent the British who 
announced Sunday they were wit- 
hdrawing their small contingent, 
have expressed opposition both to 
a unilateral withdrawal and to sid- 
ing with any Lebanese faction. 

And critics such as Mr. Glenn 
and former Vice President Walter 
Mon dale, front-runner for (he 
Democratic presidential nom- 
ination. have made clear that vlr. 
Reagan's latest move has not 
removed Lebanon as an issue in 
November’s U.S. election. 


Salvadorean army to expand units

SAN SALVADOR -■ El Sal- 
vador's army, facing increasing 
pressure from bigger and bolder 
leftist guerrilla forces in the four- 
year-old civil war. has decided to 
expand its combat battalions. 

Military sources said that ihe 
decision was taken after the gue- 
rrillas shifted their tactics by mas- 
sing their men in large numbers to 
attack major military targets — a 
change from their previous cam- 
paigns of raids on small towns thr- 
oughout the country. 

“The guerrillas have shown a 
liking for operating in large num- 
bers and willingness to expose 
themselves in large numbers." one 
senior, military expert said. 

He said the “Cazador” or hun- 
ter battalions would be gradually 
increased from about 35(1 men to 


550 and that the 25. (inn-strong 
army planned to recruit 5.fi(io new 
soldiers this year. 

Dial's as much as they can pay 
for" he added. 

Ihe United States has been 
supplying El Salvador with mil- 
itary and financial aid in its war 
against the guerrillas, but the exp- 
ert said this did not cover salaries 
or food for soldiers. 

Colonel Domingo Monterrosa. 
the mosi-widely known field 
commander in the Salvadorean 
army, has already strengthened 
his battalions in the eastern pro- 
vince of San Miguel. 

Guerrillas there have recently 
become more daring, moving by 
daylight in long convoys of trucks,

The expansion of battalions ref- 
lected a new flexibility in the army 
stemming from sweeping com- 


mand changes Iasi November, mil- 
itary sources said. Die reforms 
placed experienced commanders 
in the field and reduced regional 

headquarters. 

The Cazador battalions, mod- 
elled on anti-guerrilla units for- 
med by the Venezuelan army in 
the were introduced here 
to give the army greater mobility. 

They were designed to hunt out 
and intercept rebel forces without 
having to rely on large-scale sup- 
port. 

But the battalions were befog 
hammered by the greater guerrilla 
forces and could not match their 
fire power, the sources said. 

Die guerrillas launched a new 
campaign with mass attacks' on 
strategic targets l&si December. A 
siringoFdramatic raids began with 
a mountain top assault on an army 
communications centre by WHi 
insurgents who killed 6(1 soldiers. 


I'his was followed by an auack 
on an army garrison in the north in 
which more than I no troops were 
killed. 

On New Year’s Day the ins- 
urgents struck in the south, dem- 
olishing a key bridge which was 
the only remaining link, with the 
embattled east. 

Later in January the guerrillas 
drove north, with a blow at the 
provincial capital of Chalatenango. 
with a xou-man force. 

Although they were beaten 
back after a five-hour battle fol-' 
lowing the arrival of government 
reinforcements, the insurgents 
reached the town jail and released 
5n prisoners. 

The army is plagued by a chr- 
onic shortage of radios whichpre- 
vcrtis it from developing an eff- 
icient intelligence network and it 
also lacks helicopters and trucks, 
the sources said. 


New Israeli books 
criticise invasion

TEL AVIV — Two new books on 
Israel's 1 9X2 invasion of Lebanon 
have re -awakened a political dis- 
pute about crucial Israeli gov- 
ernment actions before and during 
the war! 

The books, by three- 
well-known Israeli journalists, are 
highly critical of the decision by 
former Prime Minister .Menachem 
Begin and then Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon to launch the inv- 
asion, and conclude the war was 
always doomed to failure. 

Revelations in the books have 
prompted the opposition Labour 
Party to renew its call for a judicial 
inquiry into the war. 

An internal party commiitee is 
to examine whether the gov- 
ernment lied in closed-door bri- 
efings it gave to parliament’s For- 
eign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee on the course of the war. 

Government supporters have 
reacted angrily to the charge, rec- 
alling that Labour leaders sup- 
ported Lhe invasion. One member 
of parliament. Ehud Olmert. has 
suggested making secret com- 
mittee proceedings public. 

This would prove, he says, 
lhat Labour leaders knew the gov- 
ernment intended to send Israeli 
troops as far as Beirut and not 
limit the invasion to within 40 kil- 
ometres of the Israeli border as 
Begin declared at the start of the 
war. 

“Snowball" by Israel radio’s 
diplomatic correspondent Shimon 
Shiffer sheds new light on the att- 
itude of former U.S. Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig and tells 
how Sharon interpreted a vague 
statement by Haig that the U.S. 
understood Israel’s predicament 
as blanket American approval f nr 
the coming invasion. 

In the book — the title refers to 
the Israeli army’s invasion code 
name. Operation Snow — Shiffer 
says Begin warned Washington 
that Israel intended to strike if 
given (he chance. 

“The ( U.S. J administration said 
Israel should not act unless faced 
with a significant attack by Pal- 
estinian guerrillas." writes Shiffer. 
“Begin demanded the right to act 
in response to a clear provocation. 
Haig suggested the words ‘clear 
provocation in the international 
meaning of the phrase,’ " 

“The senseless war", by Israel 
Television's Arab Affairs Rep- 
orter Ehud Ya‘_ari and the 
Ha'aretz newspaper's military' 
correspondent Ze’ev Schif. says 
Sharon deliberately wrecked a 
U.S. peace plan which Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO { 
chief Yasser AraTat was ready lo. 


consider. 

They say Sharon never brought 
to cabinet the plan, which inv- 
olved Arafat withdrawing Pal- 
estinian artillery out of range of 
Israeli settlements in return for 
Israel decreasing its military pre- 
sence in southern Lebanon. 

Both books paint a picture of 
Begin and Sharon being det- 
ermined to launch the strike al all 
costs and ignoring warnings that 
the operation would lead to con- 
flict with Syria and not achieve its 
aim of bringing a new. Christian- 
dominated government to power 
in Beirut that would make peace 
with Israel. 

Ya'ariand Schiff quote Military 
Intelligence chief Yehoshua 
Saguy as accusing Sharon of kee- 
ping him in the dark about vital 
military decisions. 

“i must know what is about to 
happen ... you should pick up the 
telephone at least." he is quoted as 
saying. “My request is that eve- 
ryone should keep everyone up tn 
date. It's unthinkable that there 
should be a situation where sen- 
sitive things are happening and I 
don’t know' about them.” 

The authors say Sharon int- 
ended to send Israeli troops into 
-Muslim west Beirut even before 
the assassination of Lebanese Pre- 
sident Bashir GemaycL the off- 
icial pretext for the move. 

They quote an internal Defence 
Ministry document written before 
Gcmayel’s death, in which Sharon 
observes: “There is a need for mil- 
itary forces to go into the west Bei- 
rut refugee camps to clear them of 
terrorists... this has been agreed 
on by everybody. It only remains 
to decide who will carry out the 
operation ." 

In fact. Shawi ordered Leb- 
anese Christian Falangist units 
into lhe Sabra and Shatiila camps 
where they slaughtered hundreds 
of Palestinian civilians. 

The Israeli army surrounding 
the camps did not stop the mas- 
sacre for nearly 4X hours. A sub- 
sequent Israeli judicial inquiry 
blamed Sharon for Israel's ind- 
irect responsibility for the killings 
and recommended he resign. 

Both bonks trace Israel's rel- 
ations with the Falangists buck to 
1976. The then Labour Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin supplied 
arms but refused to involve Israel 
in fighting on their behalf. 

All this changed under the 
right-wing Likud government of 
Begin. Shiffer quotes him as exp- 
laining to aides the 'natural all- 
iance between Israel and Leb- 
anon's Christians. 

Reviewer Tom Segev said in 
Kotcret Rashit magazine that with 
560 Israelis killed since the inv- 
asion “the most shocking fact is 
already known to all. namely that 
the war was a terrible failure ”

tries to find its mark

A LOT has been said about the 
existing political, and to a lesser 
extent, social conditions pre- 
vailing in the Arab World. So 
much (at least in quantity) has 
been said, in fact. Lhat people have 
stopped caring aboui or believing 
in what is said or done. Even art- 
icles attempting to criticise our 
political impotenev- although 
often manifestations of honest 

emotions, remain largely mon- 
otonous. repetitive . highly emo- 
tional. and. most of all. passive 
reactions to situations that dem- 
and active strategies. Events pass 
us by. sometimes unnoticed, som- 
etimes evoking short-lived pulses 
of indignation that quickly die 


down. In a time period that spa- 
nned several decades already, in 
which I do not recall any major 
good news about our nation, life 
still goes on as usual for us. A 
shrug of the shoulder, or may be a 
sigh of sorrow, is the common way 
of reacting to events. 

There is growing frustration 
among one particular segment of 
our society, that of the young, 
educated men and women of the 
Arab World. There is frustration 
at political moves thaWontinue to 
prove short-sighted, impractical, 
nostalgic, and ineffective at best. 
There is frustration at existing soc- 
ial conditions that still are largely 
derived from a tribal culture, and 
largely discriminatory to the 
young, and to women. And there 
is frustration among the young at 
themselves, who keep criticising 
without finding, or unfortunately 
working to create, the proper cha- 
nnels to funnel their frustrations 
through. 

The young, perhaps by def- 
inition. are always troubled all 
over the world. But they are par- 
ticularly troubled in Jordan, 
where a major boom in education 
has widened the gap between old 
and new generations. The new 
emerging generation seems like a 
lost one. tom between two ways of 
life. And although there is hardly 
any debate that the present sit- 
uation leaves much to be desired, 
there is no consensus, or even 
sometimes talk, over what is to be 
done. Even though saying this will 
invite great criticism, i am really 


disappointed in us as a new gen- 
eration. There does not yet appear 
a clear or even a shadow of a pat- 
tern of any move or action by the 
young, other than criticising, if 
even that, to try to change a way of- 
thinking, not just the man- 
ifestations of this way. that we feel 
is illogical, unsystematic and not 
pragmatic. 

Iordan has not experienced a 
social turbulence as bizzare and 
-yet as fruitful as that of America in 
the sixties. This is partly due to the 
fact that people here are not as 
free to let out their frustrations, 
and partly because we have a dif- 
ferent experience and a different 
culture from that of the Ame- 
ricans. But that does not mean fru- 
strations do not exist. As such, it 
seems unnatural to me that they 
are yet to be transformed into a 
social movement that attempts to 
deal not only with the physical 
shortcomings of our society, but 
more importantly with the roots of 
these shortcomings, namely with 
our very perceptions and thinking 
processes. 

When someone like (Jordan 
Times Columnist) Randa Habib 
criticises some aspect of society, 
rightly or wrongly, one must start 
with the assumption that she is 
doing it out of a need to improve, 
not out of hate, for her society. 
Putting one’s ideas on the line by 
itself means someone feels str- 
ongly enough about a subject to 
commit oneself to it in writing- 
Randa Habib's frustrations might 
or might not be other people's fru- 


strations: they nevertheless pre- 
sent another point of view about 
our society. The same is true for 
this writer, who voices concerns 
that some share, but others feel 
are only marginally important to 
society. As several people pointed 
out before, the important thing is 
to stimulate dialogue, which sho- 
uld be the first step towards pos- 
itive action. Unfortunately, dia- 
logue is something we are yet to 
learn without taking everything as 
a personal insuiL 

No single person has complete 
answers to everything. No single 
person claims to. unless he or she 
is lying. We are part of a gen- 
eration that is desperately willing 
to help, but is still confused, tro- 
ubled. - frustrated, enthusiastic, 
lost. We are a generation that is 
tired of being a bystander. We 
want dearly to be a pan of this 
country's achievements and sho- 
rtcoming alike. Quite often, we 
feel neither. We want to be able to 
claim some achievements as ours, 
as well as shoulder the blame for 
any blunders. The return to par- 
liamentary life is of utmost imp- 
ortance to this new generation, 
which is searching for an identity 
and a voice. 

In order to achieve this, we must 
start with tree dialogue. The 
young feel they cannot voice their 
opinions, whatever they might be. 
freely. Whereas the free exchange 
of ideas always piece eds and has 
been the basis of all healthy, mod- 
em societies, we are yet to ack- 
nowledge its virtues. We keep tal- 


king about material imp- 
rovements in roads, electricity, 
water, which are understandably 
basic, but while overly ignoring 
the need to re-evaluate our thi- 
nking processes and outlooks by 
listening to all ideas, bizzare as 
■ some might be. “I might disagree 
with your views, but 1 am willing to 
die for youf right to voice them". 
Voltaire, the French prominent 
thinker, once said. It is a statement 
that we badly need to implement. 

But perhaps what we are yet to 
realise is that free dialogue should 
Start from within us. we the new 
generation. It will never be given 
to us unless we actively seek it and 
participate in it. 

The yodng is not asking for a 
social revolution reminescent of 
the sixties in the U.S. It seeks no 
radical physical changes in looks, 
or whatever negative-aspects exist 
in any movement that people con- 
veniently choose to only rem- 
ember of any youth movement. 
What our young generation is ask- 
ing for is a re-evaluation of many 
of our outlooks, free dialogue, and 
an active input in the country's 
future. We. too. are eager to build 
this country, a process that no sin- 
gle generation has the right to 1 
claim as solely its. We, too. want to 
contribute, in ways we know of. 
and others we are still looking for. 
We badly need to belong to this 
country, but not necessarily in the 
way some of the old generation 
want us to. While working towards 
that goal, we remain a generation 
in turmoil.

Vuke n G nbh. a ‘Vest Ger nan 
nuclear fuel Hr n. said last week it 
had signcJ a letter ol intent with 
the t hina Nuclear Energy Ind- 
ustry « orporation (l/NEK.' and 
was ready to act as its agent, arr- 
anging contracts with other Eur-. 
opean companies lor storing waste 
in China. 

The deal, according to sone 
accounts, could earn China bil- 
lion.

yet and uses plants in France and 
Britain under long-term contracts. 

In theory. West Germany, 
where nuclear waste disposal has 
sparked strong and often \iolent 
controversy, would be expected to 
iu it p at a chance to unload spent 
tucl oil its soil. 

But an Interior \linisiry spo- 
kesman told Reuters Bonn opp- 
osed the plan because a waste sto- 
rage plant would be co nplcted in 
West Ger nany soon and a nuclear 
reprocessing plant was on the 
cards for the Hwtis.

Reuters. "Our clients would inc- 
lude other European linns." 

Fwo other firms. Transnuklcar. 
a Nukem subsidiary, and Alfred 
Hempel. which specialises in trade 
with Eastern Europe, arc planning 
to co-operatc with Nukem as age- 
nts. 

Neither Nukem nor China hare 
released details of the plan. The 
company spokesman said neg- 
otiations were at an early stage 
and Nukem Jid not know what 
China intended to do with the 

Some critics ol the plrfrf 
China may use the waste to extract 
plutonium, a principal component 
ol nuclear weapons. 

Although Peking has joined the 
\ ienna-based International Ato- 
nic Energy Agency llAEA . it 
has not agreed to on-site ins- 


pection of its storage facilities by 
agency officials. 

In order to implement the deal, 
the West German firms will need 
the consent of the United States, 
which supplies West Germany 
with most of its nuclear materials. 

Linder American law. the tra- 
nsfer of waste abroad needs U.S. 
approval to ensure that no nuclear 
materials originating in the U.S. 
are used for military purposes. 

Nuclear waste remains rad- 
ioactive for many years and eco- 
logists say lhat however stored, it 
poses long-term environmental 
hazards. 

Critics of the proposajsay a high" 
tiegtee of "technofogleaJ ^letl is 3 
necessary for nuclear waste to be 
buried safely. 

One diplomatic source said a 
deal between Western European 
firms and China may in the long 
run bring the Communist country 
closer to signing the IAEA saf- 


eguards accord, know'ti as the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty. 

In Peking, industry sources said 
storing the luci may be cheaper 
than reprocessing it in Europe.; 
But they added that Lhe figure ot 
*56 billion seemed much too high, j 
A West German diplomat also 
dismissed the figure as absurd, 
noting that it was about three 
times the level of annual Sino- 1 
West German trade. 

One industry expen in the Chi- 
nese capital said transporting the 
fuel from the coast to the 1 lan- 
dlocked Gobi Desert would pre- 
sent problems in. view of worries.

Kdward J. Daly, an American phi - 
lanrhropist who had a long aff- 
iliation with Jordan, died on Jan. 
21 sl The following article by Cart 
Nolle of the San Francisco Chr- 
onicle reviews the life and ach- 
ievements of Vfr. Daly. 

SANFRANCISCO — Edward J. 
DaJy, the founder, chairman and 
chief stockholder of Oakland- 
based World Airways, died Sat- 
urday at his home in Orinda. 

Mr. Daly. 61. died after an ext- 
ended illness and his remains were 
cremated after a private service. 

Mr. Daly was considered the 
U.S. most colourful — and con- 
troversial — airline executive. For 
32 years he personally directed 
the fortunes of World Airways. 

Mr. Daly bought the airline in 
195«J. when its only assets were 
two elderly propeller planes. He 
built it into the world* s largest cha- 
rter carrier, then led into a bitter, 
costly and nearly disastrous series 
of air fare wars against the rest of 
the nation's airline industry. 

World's earnings peaked in 
1978. when the airline had rev- 
enues of S15>v million. Only four 
years later “World" was losing 
S5K million a year, had to lay off 
pne-third of its employees, and 
was on the brink of insolvency. 

The airline was saved only after 
Mr. Daly was replaced as pre- 
sident and chief executive officer. 
The new management sliced cosls. 
convinced the company's emp- 
loyees to take a wage cut. and res- 
tructured its debt. Finally — after 
two years of losses — “World" 
turned a * 1 2.6 million profit in the 
third quarter of 1VM3. 

Mr. Daly was the last of the 
one-man airline tycoons — he 
owned R2 per cent of “World’s" 
slock — and in the years before his 
airline's financial troubles and his 
own failing health slowed him up. 
he cultivated a colourful and som- 
etimes incredible lifestyle. 

He boasted Lhai he was a friend 
to at least one king, four pre- 
sidents and two popes. Mr. Daly 
was a friend of His Majesty King 
Hussein. 

He was a patron of the arts who 
packed a gun. rode on the back of 
a pet pig, hit panicky Veitnamese 
soldiers with a pistol butt, bef- 
riended orphans and universities, 
terrorised his employees, and was 
capable of great . kindness and 
appalling vulgarity. 

He was born on the South Side 
of Chicago, then son of a fir- 
efighter who died when Edward 
was 15. He was one of four chi- 
ldren and had to work while he 
attended high school and the Uni- 
versity of IDinois. where he may-

The late Kdward J. Daly 
— the '5ns were years of great 
growth in the airline business. He 
was also smart and aggressive, and 
"World" became a force in the 
charter airline business, flying first 
freight and then passengers. He 
moved his headquarters from Chi- 
cago to Oakland in the 1960s, 
then began charter flights to Sou- 
theast Asia for the government. 
He flew thousands of troops and 
tons of supplies to V ietnam during 
the war there. 

As his military charter business 
flourished, so did his civilian 
flights. By the time he was 45. Mr. 
Daly was a millionaire a hundred 
times over. By the time of his 
death his fortune, though much 
reduced, was estimated at S3VJ mil- 
lion. 

Mr. Daly fe(L a compulsion to 
aid these less fortunate, and his 
charitable activities were legion: 
He aided victims of natural dis- 
asters in Mexico and Guatemala: 
he established scholarship funds 
for foreign students: he treated 
thousands of East Bay children to 
the Oakland Symphony concerts 
at Christmas: he endowed a sci- 
ence centre at the University of 
Santa Clara and served as cha- 
irman of its board of regents: he 
gave money to Greenpeace to 
save the whales, and he donated 
two giraffes to the Mexico City 

Vlr. Daly's philanthropist act- 
ivities in Lhe Middle East included 
Jordan and Vemen. In 1974 he 
instituted the Queen Alia sch- 
olarship programme by providing 
5100.000 in tuition grants whe- 
reby students from Jordan would 
attend the l* ni versify of Santa 
Cara. Ten Jordanian students 
from the scholarship programme, 
and currently, there is one Jor- 
danian student studying at the 
University of Santa Clara at vlr. 
Daly s expense. 

D’uring his visit to Jordan in 
iy74. Mr. Daly was very much 
affected by the living conditions in 
the Palestinian refugee camps. He 
established a youth centre at the 
Baka'a Refugee .Camp near 
Amman and donated thousands of 
dollars for building a libraiy in the 
camp. 

Later in a press interview. Mr. 
Daly was quoted as saying: “1 will 
be very happy to see the Pal-, 
estinian refugees return to Pal- 


estine to establish their own ind-1 
ependenl state." 

In 1975. Mr. Edward J. Daly; 
also instituted a series of similar-.* 
scholarships for students of 
Vemen. details of which- pro-' 
gramme are currently being wor- 
ked out by the academic aut- 
horities of Santa Clara and in 
Yemen. 

In addition. World Airways has 
agreed to provide necessary tra- 
ining for six pilots from Vemen 
that will enable them to upgrade 
their professional abilities from 
piston aircraft to jet aircraft. 

Mr. Daly offered his planes to 
fly Vietnamese orphans to the 
United Stales. He flew to Vietnam 
to take charge of the operation 
and nearly was caught in the gov- 
ernment's collapse. 

One of his jets was the last plane 
out of Da Nang, and it was mob- 
bed by South Vietnamese soldiers 
frantic to escape the oncoming 
Viet Cong. 

Mr. Daly himself stood at the 
plane's gangway armed with a pis- 
tol. using the gun bun on the sol- 
diers who pushed aside t he civilian 
refugees and tried to force their 
way aboard. Mr. Daly obiained 
television footage of this scene 
and often had it shown to people 
who expressed an interest in mee- 
ting him. 

Later, his planes flew hundreds 
of orphans from Saigon, but Mr. 
Daly was disappointed and angry. 
He had hoped to “rescue'' tho- 
usands. 

At the end of the Vietnam War. 
vlr. Daly turned his charter airline, 
into a scheduled carrier. He had 
campaigned for years for low air- 
fares. which he felt would make 
travel affordable for thousands of 
people. 

In addition to the World Air- 
lines Mr. Dalyowned investments 
in many other countries of the 
world, including Jordan. Mr. Daly 
owned 20 per cent of the Aqaba 
Holiday Inn shares and a, similar 
share of the Amman Holiday Intj.

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Olympic champion Hamilton 


regrets he was not perfect 


SARAJEVO (R) — The pride of achievement that 
Scott Hamilton felt after winning an Olympic gold' 
medal Thursday night was tempered by the feet that 
the pressure told on him. 


The 25-year-old American won 
the men's figure skating title that 
for the past four years has seemed 
to be his destiny. But he was not 
happy with the way he finally ach- 
ieved it. 

Hamilton missed two jumps in 
his programme, cutting one triple 
back to a single and another to a 
double, and while he was proud to 
have reached his goal, he could 
not hide the disappointment. 

“1 have dreamed for so long of 
skating well at the Olympics. I've 
waited so long for this and 1 wan- 
ted it to be perfect. But 1 let the 
pressure gel tome.” he said. “I let 
it affect my performance. 

“The last four years led me to 
this moment, now 1 feel I fell off 
the edge of the world." 

Hamilton's coach. Donald 
Laws, said his skater has been suf- 
fering from an infection of his 
right ear for the past three days, 
but Hamilton did not feel that was 
a factor. 

“That's no excuse. It might have 
affected my concentration a little 
bit. But what really upsets me is 
that 1 let the outside things get in 
and l never did that before. 

‘•I've always been cool, calm 
and collected, but tonight I wasn’L

American hopes Tamara Mc- 
Kinney and Ckristin Cooper went 
out on the first leg and Swiss 
World Champion Erika Hess tra- 
iled home fifth. 

Surprise first-leg leader Chr- 
istelle Guignard of France crashed 
out on the second run of a com- 
petition so tough that fewer than 


half the starters made the final cla- 
ssification. 

The Soviet Union claimed the 
only other title at stake Friday. 
They maintained iheir monopoly 
of the 4x7.5 km biathlon relay, 
despite a third-leg shooting error 
by Aigimantas Shaloa. 

But anchorman Sergei Bulygin 
made up the deficit and finished 
ahead of Norway, with West 
Germany third. 

BQl Johnson of the U.S. won the 
men's Olympic downhill gold 
medal Thursday to end Europe's 
long monopoly of the Blue Riband 
alpine ski event. 

The 23 -year-old American ful- 
filled his own title prediction by 
beating Switzerland's Peter Mue- 
ller and Austria's Anton Steiner 
into second and third places. 

' Johnson, who notched his first 
World Cup downhill win only last 
month, started sixth and ove- 
rhauled Switzerland's Pirmin 
Zurbriggen and Austrian 1V76

But Johnson's mastery of the ;

England.

"Tactically the series was lost 
13 days ago at Lancaster Park, 
Christchurch — through pitiful 
first-afternoon bowling on surely 
one of the most disgraceful pitches 
in test history,” Peter Laker wrote 
In the Daily Mirror. 


Most papers carried England 
captain Bob Willis' criticisms of 
his side, in particular their dis- 
appointing batting. 

“Are they a better side than us? 
They won, didn’t they.” The Sun’s 
Steve Whiting quoted Willis as 
saying. 


Most papers had high praise for 
Howarth. with the Guardian's 
Mathew Engel calling him pro- 
bably “the best test captain in the 
world.” 

The Guardian's Mathews 
Engel said the series win “was a 
significant moment in. the rise of 
New Zealand cricket and perhaps 
also in the decline of English cri- 
cket." 


The Daily Express' Pat Gibson - 
also criticised the Christchurch 
pitch, where New Zealand won 
the second of the three-test series 
by an innings and 132 runs. 


But the Express conceded: 
“England bowled so badly on it 
and batted so spine lessly that they 
deserved to lose to New Zealand.” 


New Zealand captain Geoff 
Howarth' s comments on the Eng- 
land side were also widely quoted. 

“We had a little more discipline 
than England and we are much 
harder.” the Mirror quoted him as 
saying. 


The Daily Telegraph's Michael 
C-arey echoed this view: 

“This worthy and. historic ach- 
ievement in the 21st of a series 
dating back to 1929-30 was pro- 
bably partly a reflection of the 
growing maturity of New Zealand 
cricket, partly due to the problems 
a currently unpretentious side 
have encountered on a short tour 
sucij as this.”

The price rises mean that an average Israeli family of four must 
now spend at least 83.500 shekels (S653) per month, the statistics 
bureau said.

Kuwait Airways to cut back on flights 

KUWAIT (R) — Kuwait Airways is to cut back on some flights 
starting from next week, its managing director, Mr. Ahmad A1 
Mishari, was quoted Thursday as saying. He told the Kuwait News 
Agency the decision was taken in response to world recession, 
foreign currency fluctuations and rising operating expenses. One 
a week of the daily flights to London and one of four flights weekly 
to New York would be suspended until mid-May, and flights to 
Tripoli, Algiers and Tunis will stop until studies on the pro- 
fitability of the routes had been completed, he said. 

Indian port workers plan to strike 

BOMBAY (R) — More than 300,01)0 workers at India’ s 10 major 
pons plan to go on strike if wage talks with the government 
scheduled for next week fail to yield results, a union leader sard 
Thursday. Mr. S.R. Kulkarai said the union demands included a 
minimum wage rise of 450 rupees ($45) per month, but added 
that the government had said it was only prepared to pay up to 200 
rupees ($20). “The amount offered by government is inadequate 
and unacceptable," he said. 

IBM offers portable personal computer 

BOCA RATON, Louisiana (R) — International Business Mac- 
hine Corp. (IBM) has launched a portable version of its personal 
computer which is lighter and smaller than the original. IBM said 
Thursday the portable weighs about 13.5 kilogrammes and mea- 
sures 50 x 43 x 20 millimetres including the built-in monitor. It 
packs into a self-contained unit with a handle and will be priced at 
$2,795. 

Quito sets 5 -year oil development plan 


QUITO (R) — Ecuador Thursday announced a $2.24 billion, 
five-year plan designed to develop its key oil industry. State Oil 
Corporation Manager Patricio Ribaderteira told a press con- 
ference that the plan covers the major segments of the industry 
including production, processing, exports, domestic consumption 
and shipping and storage. He said the plan allocates $1.21 billion 
for oil processing. $776 million for production, $I3(> million for 
associated projects, $91 million for marketing and $24 miUion for 
management expenses. 


IMF body to meet on April 12 

WASHINGTON (R) — The International Monetary Fund's 
(IMF) policy-making interim committee will meet here on April 
1 2 before ameetingthe following dayofthelMF and World B ank 
development committee, the IMF said Wednesday. Developing 
states and some industrial countries, including the United States, 
had debated whether a meeting was needed since many major 
issues involving the fund had been resolved. But the poorer cou- 
ntries argued successfully that Third World debt and other que- 
stions made the meeting necessary. 

Housing projects in U.S. surge by 15% 

WASHINGTON (R) — New housing projects in the United 
States surged by 15 per cent last month to their highest level for 
five years,. the : Commerce Department said Thursday. Mea- 
nwhile, Treasury Secretary Donald Regan predicted that the real 
Gross National Product would grow at an annual rate of five per 
cent between January and March. 

Abu Dhabi offshore oil output falls 

ABU DHABI (R) — Abu Dhabi's offshore oil production fell in 
1983 to its lowest level since the early 197l)s, a company report 
said Thursday. Offshore output from the Abu Dhabi Marine 
Operating Company ( Adraa-Opco) averaged 2d6.t)0t) barrels per 
day (b/d) last year, down almost 30 per cent from the 1982 
average of 293,< >(}() b/d. The company blamed in its annual report 
the deteriorating world oil market for the output decline. Japan 
bought only six million tonnes in 1983, down from 8.84 million 
the previous year. Supplies from Adma-Opco to the big liquefied 
natural gas piant at Das Island fell to an average 386 million cubic 
feet daily from 469 million in 1 982. 


Lagos, IMF end 
vital loan talks 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — A Nigerian economic 
delegation has completed two days of vital loan talks 
with officials of the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) and monetary sources said the stage was set 
for more detailed future dfsensrions. 


The sources said the Nigerians, 
had expressed their willingness to 
cooperate with the fund and pre- 
sented the broad outlines of an 
economic plan that appeared con- 
sistent with the lending agency’s 
economic policies. 

The group, headed by Finance 
Minister Onalapo Soleye. is see- 
king about $2.3 billion in ass- 
istance from the IMF and the 
World Bank to help offset a mas- 
sive debt brought on by falling oil 
prices and the global recession. 

During their stay in Was- 
hington, the delegation met IMF 
Managing Director Jacques De 
Larosiere. World Bank President 
Tom Clausen, and senior Reagan 
administration officials, including 
Treasury Secretary Donald 
Regan. 

Lagos is seeking about 52 bil- 
lion from the IMF and about $3lH> 
million from the bank, the sources 
said. 

In addition, there are a number 


of World Bank loans for dev- 
elopment projects stalled during 
the government changeover that 
. are now likely to be released. 

The meetings on Wednesday 
and Thursday were the first Nig- 
erian officials have had with the 
senior management of the IMF 
since the military takeover of the 
country by Major General Moh- 
ammad Buhari in December. 

The new government has est- 
imated Nigeria's outstanding for- 
eign debt had risen to about $15 
billion during the four years of civ- 
ilian rule prior to the coup that 
toppled the civilian government of 
Shehu Shagari. 

The Nigerians also discussed 
the issue of whether their cur- 
rency, the naira, should be dev- 
alued. 

In addition, rbe officials dis- 
cussed the possibility of wit- 
hdrawing government subsidies 
on petroleum products and easing 
import restrictions. 


U.S. said seeking 
action against 
UNCTAD, UNDP 


GENEVA (OPECNA) — The 
United States is considering “tak- 
ing action" against two more U.N. 
agencies, following its notice of 
withdrawal from UNESCO last 
December, agency reports say. 

According to the Inter Press 
Service (IPS), the U.S. is seeking 
the support of other industrialised 
countries in its efforts to “dow- 
ngrade and reduce the scope and 
activities?' of the United Nations 
Conference on Trade and Dev- 
elopment (UNCTAD). 

The U.S, reportedly raised the 
issue at the January meeting of the 
“high-level committee on North- 
South issues” of theiOrganisation 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD). 

„ Its views are expected to be 
formally put on paper at the next 
meeting of the committee in 
March. 

The United States was reported 
to have threatened to “withdraw” 
from UNCTAD if other ind- 
ustrialised countries in the org- 
anisation would not support its 
efforts “to put UNCTAD on the 
right track." 

Canada, Australia and the Nor- 
dic countries were reported to 
have made statements “distancing 
themselves" from the U.S. pos- 
ition. 

Some sources said the U.S. was 
also seeking to cut down funds for 
technical assistance activities of 


UNCTAD provided through the 
United Nations Development 
Programme (UNDP). 

The United States has often 
charged that UNCTAD is “pol- 
itically oriented in espousing 
Third World views". It has also 
been critical of UNCTAD support 
for programmes of economic coo- 
peration among developing cou- 
ntries. and especially the pro- 
gramme for negotiating a Global 
Sy stem of Trade Preferences 
(GSTP) among Third World nat- 
ions. 

IPS said the GSTP programme, 
put forward by the Group of*77. 
had run into difficultjesratj UNC- 
TAD because of objections by the 
United Slates and other Western 
countries. 

The U.S. has also objected to 
UNCTAD studies said to be cri- 
tical of the activities of tra- 
nsnational corporations, the Bre- 
tton Woods institutions and the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT). 

“The United Slates has. never 
viewed UNCTAD with favour, 
ever since 4he issues of the new 
international eitinomic order 
came to the fore." say the rep- 
orts. 

It has also been opposed to 
UNCTAD's involvement in the 
area of money and finance, which 
it maintains lies within the jur- 
isdiction of the World Bank.

He said the problem had to be tackled 
by strengthening the whole economy not just tackling isolated cases 
by pumping money into loss-making firms.

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9 technicians are hospitalised 
after U.S. nuclear test cave-in 


LAS VEGAS, Nevada (R) — Nine technicians were 
in hospital after an underground nuclear test exp- 
losion caused a delayed cave-in below them, U.S. 
Department of Energy officials said 


The nine, one listed as critical, 
and three others sent home after 
treatment were the first on-site 
casualties due directly to a nuclear 
test at the 33-year-o!d Nevada 
desert site, they said, adding that 
no nuclear radiation escaped in 
Wednesday's blast. 

Departmental experts were due 
to inspect the Rainier Mesa site 
145 kilometres northeast of Las 
Vegas later Thursday. 

The officials said the tec- 
hnicians were in or near trailers 
measuring the effects of the blast, 
which had occurred two hours ear- 
lier. when part of the desen 46 
metres long and 18 metres wide 


unexpectedly fell 3.5 metres. 

The technicians were bounced 
about or fell, the officials added. 
Hospital officials said most of the 
injured suffered multiple injuries 
and trauma. 

A department spokesman said 
earlier earth settling was not unu- 
sual after tests in soft soils but as 
this one was in hard rock, the col- 
lapse was unexpected. 

Before the blast the technicians 
withdrew to safety and only re- 
entered the area two hours later to 
begin checking recording ins- 
truments when the area collapsed . 

" Some had the ground drop out 
from under them, some were sha- 


ken off ladders leading to the tops 
of trailers and oae man was app- 
arently inside a trailer when it 
toppled over,” department spo- 
kesman James Boyer said- 

He said there was no doubt the 
collapse was caused by the exp- 
losion 356 metres below ground. 

Mr. Boyer would not disclose 
the specific purpose of the test. He 
said the strength of the explosion 
was below 20 kilotons, equivalent 
to 20.1HJ0 tons of TNT. 

But Walter Raywood. a geo- 
logist at the University of 
Nevada-Las Vegas, said it reg- 
istered 4.5 on the Richter Scale 
and estimated it had the force of 
inn kilotons. vlr. Boyer said the 
Richter reading could be mis- 
leading.

Schmidt criticises Pope, U.S. and Soviets 


NEW DELHI (R) — Former 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt Friday criticised the 
pope, accusing the Roman Cat- 
holic Church of opposing family 
planning programmes at a time 
when world population was roc- 
keting. 

In a wide-ranging speech to aa 
Asian conference on population 
and development, he also called 
U.S. deficit spending und- 
isciplined and said Moscow should 
be encouraged to contribute more 
aid and fewer arms to the Third 
World. 

The 65-year-old former West 
German leader said the world was 
facing an acute double crisis of 
mounting debt and the worst ten- 
sion between the superpowers 
since the confrontation in 1962 
over Soviet missiles in Cuba. 

The problems of developing 
countries were compounded by 


rising populations. The global 
population was expected to grow 
from around 4.5 billion today to 
6.5 billion by the turn of the cen- 
tury. he said. 

“The rise in population could 
explode global peace." Mr. 
Schmidt warned, and he accused 
the pope of standing in the way of 
attempts to control the increase. 

“The ideology of the Roman 
Catholic Church is one of the obs- 
tacles to family planning," he said. 
The church should recognise a dis- 
tinction between contraception 
and abortion, he stated, “but so 
far the Pope doesn't see this." 

There were hundreds of mil- 
lions of couples around the world 
who needed to be persuaded on 
this point, the former chancellor 
and father of one added. He res- 
igned from office in 1982. 

The Roman Catholic Church is 
opposed to all forms of birth con- 


trol except natural methods. 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
Opened the four-day conference 
Friday morning. It is being att- 
ended by Asian parliamentarians, 
including former Japanese Prime 
Minister Takeo Fukuda and for- 
mer Chinese Foreign Minister 
Huang Hua. 

Mr. Fukuda warned that the 
world was being threatened by the 
gravest crisis in the post-war era. 

He said there had been a series 
of tragic incidents around the 
world, including the shooting 
down of a Korean Airliner, the 
assassination of South Korean 
leaders in Burma, the protracted 
I ran -Iraq war. trouble in Lebanon 
and the conflict on Grenada. 

“Any one of them could trigger 
a global scale tragedy,'’ Mr. Fuk- 
uda said, adding that their root 
was in the Soviet-U.S. con- 
frontation. 


Wednesday showed that Was- 
hington was not keeping to agr- 
eements on subterranean atomic 
weapons tests. 

The test was new evidence that 
“the U.S. violates the letter and 
spirit and the treaties and agr- 
eements signed by it on the lim- 
itation of arms and does not fulfil 
its juridical and political dudes in 
this sphere.”

TASS added that this was the 
latest of several incidents in which 
Washington had breached agr- 
eements signed in 1974 and 1976 
~on restricting the size of und- 
erground tests. The U.S. has never 
ratified the treaties but has ple- 
dged to adhere to them. 

The Soviet Union and the Uni- 
ted States traded charges about 
the observance of arms accords 
last month.

The commission was agreed at 
secret talks in the Zambian capital 
of Lusaka Thursday between 
high-level delegations from South 
Africa. Angola and the United 
States. Mr. Botha said the com- 
mission could include Americans 
if Angola mid South Africa wan- 
ted them.

Gomez remain unknown. 

They had sought refuge in Arg- 
entina — then ruled by the mil- 
itary — after Bolivia's return to 
democracy in October 1 9N2 . They 
were ordered to be expelled by 
Argentina's newly elected gov- 


ernment on Feb. 6 but could noL 
be found. 

Under the Bolivian con- 
stitution. only congress can bring 
former government officials to 
trial and file charges with the cou- 
ntry’s supreme court. 

The two parties also asked for 
35 other officials of Gen. Garcia 
Meza's administration to be tried 
together with the former president 
and his interior minister on cha- 
rges ranging from murder to cri- 
minal association and the org- 
anisation of irregular armed gro- 
ups.

Severe earthquake rocks 
Pakistan, Afghanistan 


VIcGovern gets warm 
response in Iowa 


ISLAMABAD (Rj — An ear- 
thquake registering 6.5 on the 
Richter Scale rocked the Hindu 
Kush Mountains in northern Pak- 
istan and Afghanistan Thursday 
night but no damage has been 
reported so far. officials said Fri- 
day. 

The earthquake, the third 
major tremor in the region since 
New Year’s Eve. was centred in a 
remote mountain area about 25u 
kilometres north of the North 
West Frontier Province (NWFP) 
capital of Peshawar. 

The NWFP meteorological sta- 
tion told Reuters the quake struck 


at 10.19 pm (1719 GMT Thu- 
rsday) but news of any damage 
would probably take days to reach 
Peshawar from the mountain val- 
leys around the epicentre. 

The quake, which was felt as far 
away as Lahore 60(1 kilometres to 
the southeast. lasted for several 
seconds. It sent frightened res- 
idents of Islamabad scrambling 
into the streets. 

A quake measuring seven on 
the Richter Scale hit the same area 
on New Year's Eve. killing 12 in 
Pakistan and causing damage as 
far away as Kabul to the west and 
Lahore to the east. 


DES MOINES. Iowa (Rj — Geo- 
rge McGovern, who 12 years ago 
led his party to one of the worst 
defeats in U.S. political history, is 
getting a warm reception in Iowa 
as he once again seeks the Dem- 
ocratic presidential nomination. 

The former senator from the 
state of South Dakota is not a fro- 
ntrunner among the eight men 
seeking the nomination.

“ 1 am, in a sense, the conscience 
of the party," Mr. McGovern told 
reporters after receiving an ent- 
husiastic reception from a nurses' 
organisation Thursday night. 

He said he thinks voters may 
eventually see that there is a “dif- 
ference in degree” between him 
and other contenders such as for- 
mer Vice President Walter Mon- 
dale, the Democratic frontrunner. 
Colorado Senator Gary Hart and 


SINGAPORE (R) — The Soviet 
aircraft carrier Novorossiysk ste- 
amed through the narrow Sin- 
gapore Channel Thursday to join 
the Pacific fleet, largest in the Sov- 
iet navy, a U.S. Seventh Reel spo- 
kesman said.

freedom of the press.” 

Commission members arrived 
in Tokyo from Manila on Tuesday 
to seek evidence from the nine 
Japanese about the shooting. The 
nine included a TBS reporter, a 
cameraman and an assistant who 
were on board Mr. Aquino's plane 


MANILA (Rj — A top Phi- 
lippines opposition figure, former 
Senator Salvador Laurel, was sto- 
pped from leaving for the United 
States after Manila Airport police 
found a gun in his suitcase.

FRANKFURT (R) — Former 
French President Valery Giscard 
(fEstaing has called for West Eur- 
opean participation in future 
East- West arms negotiations and 
creation of a European peace 
force, formed of regiments from 
different countries. 

Mr. Giscard ifEstaing in a spe- 
ech to an economic club here Thu- 
rsday night said West European 
countries approved the principle 
of deployment of U.S. medium- 
range nuclear missiles in Europe 
but failed to contribute to the arras 
control talks between the nuclear 


superpowers, the Soviet Union 
and the United States. 

He said: “In the future. Eur- 
opean nations as such must take 
part in the negotiations.” 

A continuing failure of West 
Europe to take proper care of its 
own defence could lead to dam- 
aging consequences, he added. 

But the former leader com- 
mented that the length of time 
needed to develop Europe's own 
defence capacity meant that the 
nuclear guarantee of the U.S. 
would be needed for a long time. 
Development of a European 


defence system would not lead to a 
withdrawal from NATO (the 
North Atlantic Treaty Org- 
anisation), he added. 

He said the recent economic cri- 
sis had made it difficult for some 
European nations to continue a 
strong and independent defence 
strategy on their own. 

In France, budget requirements 
had caused spending on con- 
ventional defence forces to be 
slowed down. Necessary mod- 
ernisation of the French army had 
also been postponed. 


Woman flier breaks new record 


WASHINGTON (Rj — Brooke 
Knapp, the ’first woman to fly aro- 
und the world over both poles, 
'made more aviation history by 
breaking the round-the-world 
speed record for a commercial jet. 
her spokesman said. 

.Ms. Knapp’s blue and white 
Gulfstream III business jet tou- 
ched down at Washington's Nat- 
ional Airport just 45 hours, 32 
minutes and 53 seconds after it 
took off on the 37,000 kilometre 
trip. • 

The time beat the record for any 
commercial jet by nearly 28 min- 
utes. according to Ms. Knapp's 
spokesman. The old record was 
set by a Boeing 747 in May 1976. 

If the times are officially con- 


firmed, Ms. Knapp will add 43 
new aviation records to the 60 she 
has already collected in two pre- 
vious world trips, giving her more 
than any other living person, the 1 
spokesman said. 

“It’s a little overwhelming," 
Ms. Knapp told a news con- 
ference, when asked how it felt to 
beat U.S. woman, flier Jacqueline 
Cochran's total of 65 aviatiou rec- 
ords.

U.S. envoy to C. America quits, paper says 


WASHINGTON (R) — Richard 
Stone, President Reagan's special 
ambassador to Central America, 
has resigned effective on March 1. 
the Washington Post said Friday. 

State Department and White 
House spokesmen refused to 
comment on the report, but adm- 
inistration sources said Mr. Stone 
had said he wanted to quit. 

The envoy had not been inv- 
olved in any policy disputes or 
problems, the sources added. 

They said the administration 
wanted to keep Mr. Stone active in 
-a job related to Central America. 

Mr. Stone, 55, a conservative 


and former U.S. Senator from 
Florida, took office last June. 

One of his first tasks was to enc- 
ourage negotiations between lef- 
tist guerrillas in El Salvador and 
the U.S.-backed government. But 
his efforts failed despite many vis- 
its to the region. 

Later. Mr. Stone concentrated 
on promoting the Reagan adm- 
inistration's support for the Cen- 
tral American peace initiative of 
the so-called Contadora Group — 
Venezuela, Mexico, Panama and 
Colombia. 

The Washington Post said Mr. 
Stone announced his decision to 


quit in a letter to Mr. Reagan last 
week. He was not immediately 
available forcommeot on the rep- 
ort. 

The envoy had been in dispute 
with Langhorne Motley, assistant 
secretary of state for inter- 
American affairs, the newspaper 
said. 

Mr. Stone paid a surprise visit to 
new Venezuelan President Jaime 
JLusinchi on Wednesday. He said 
later they discussed next month’s 
elections in El Salvador and the 
role of the Contadora Group in 
resolving Centra) American con- 
flicts. 


EC secrets allegedly leaked to Moscow 


ATHENS (R) — Two con- 
servative deputies alleged Thu- 
rsday that Arne Treholt. a Nor- 
wegian official charged with spy- 
ing, took advantage of his close 
friendship with Greek Prime Min- 
ister Andreas Papandreou to pro- 
vide Moscow with inside inf- 
ormation about the European 
Community. 

Mr. Treholt,, who vras a senior 
official at the Norwegian Foreign 
Ministry, was arrested on Jan. 2. 
The case caused a sensation in 
Greece, where he was honoured 
last year for his opposition to the 
.1967-74 militaiy junta. 

In a written submission to par- 
liament. deputies Eleftherios Kal- 
oyiannis and Dias Vezdrevanis 
said Mr. Treholt used his links 
with Mr. Papandreou to get access 
to the Zappeion Palace in central 


Athens. 

Three major ministerial mee- 
tings and a summit, marked by 
deep disagreement about how to 
resolve the Community’s financial 
crisis, were held in the Zappeion 
during Greece’s presidency of the 
bloc from July to December 19R3, 
and the deputies said Moscow 
sometimes had access to proposals 
for solving the crisis. 

The deputies alleged Mr. Tre- 
holt had also given Moscow val- 
uable information about Greek 
national security, Greek relations 
with NATO and the American 
bases here. 

The deputies demanded details 
of Mr. Papandreou' 5 links with 
Mr. Treholt. and asked if he had 
influenced Athens’ refusal, atone 
of the Zappeion meetings, to con- 


demn the Soviet downing of a 

South Korean airliner. 

Mr. Treholt was one of the 1 50 
foreigners involved in opposing 
the Greek junta who were invited 
here in November for the com- 
memoration of the 10th ann- 
iversary of a student uprising 
which the military dictators bru- 
tally crushed. 

Submissions to parliament may 
either be answered in writing wit- 
hin 20 days or else accepted for 
debate by the assembly, a process 
that can be delayed many months. 

Government spokesman Dim- 
itries Maroudas, replying uno- 
fficially to the claims, told new- 
smen later that records of people 
going in and out of the Zappeion 
during the presidency showed no 
trace of Mr. Treholt.
